The G-20 effect 

Security for world event driving away Pittsburgh’s bustle

PITTSBURGH Nick Mancini Hartner is like 
a lot of downtown business operators: He 
doesn’t know what to expect if thousands of 
protesters show up for the Group of 20 eco- 
nomic summit or, for that matter, how many 
customers will show up either. 

That’s why he’ll try something new during 
this week’s summit at his Mancini’s Hearth 
Baked Bread shop. He’ll lock the doors and 
instead sell a limited menu of fresh breads on 
the sidewalk out front. 

“That way, we can react to whatever’s hap- 
pening,” said Hartner, whose mother’s fam- 
ily owns the business. “If it’s a regular lunch 
crowd, we can open up the store. If it’s slow, 
we can pull back and come inside and lock 
up.” 

Security plans include a vehicle-free, three- 
block perimeter around the convention cen-

ter and a ban on most vehicles elsewhere in 
the city’s dense, triangular downtown— leav- 
ing protesters and foreign dignitaries to 
likely experience an emptier-than-normal 
Pittsburgh when the two-day summit begins 
Thursday Commuters will have to park out- 
side downtown and either walk or take mass 
transit into the business district. 

Thousands of protesters and media are 
expected to come to town for the summit, a 
gathering of the leaders of the world’s 20 top 
economies. 

What’s unclear is how many commuters 


will come downtown. “We tried very hard to 
create a sense that Pittsburgh did not have 
to shut down for the G-20 ... but I think the 
momentum was so strong that people just 
decided to shut down,” said Secret Service 
spokesman Special Agent Darrin Blackford. 

In addition to many businesses, the city’s 
public and Catholic schools will be closed 
along with most city, state and federal offic- 
es, cultural centers, many bank branches, and 
most colleges and universities. 

Amtrak trains will pass through Pittsburgh, 
but passengers will be allowed only to trans- 
fer to other trains; no boarding or disem- 
barking here. Greyhound, the bus company, 
is temporarily moving its city operations to 
McKeesport, about 10 miles away 

But if President Obama spills food on his 
tie, Macy’s says its downtown department 
store will be open to sell him a new one.

Bad photos 
haunt online

Matching mullets, regrettable tattoos, metal 
mouths and goofy grins. 

Such long-lost looks were never meant to be 
seen by anyone except those flipping through 
the pages of an old family album or studying the 
photo frames on the fireplace mantel. 

But now, Americans who grew up long 
before the Internet opened private lives to the 
world are digging up dusty boxes for photos to 
share on Facebook and other sites — sometimes 
to the chagrin of family members and school- 
mates appearing in group shots. 

Most people sharing photos from their past 
are simply having fun, and it can even serve as 
some form of collective healing. 

Nikki Smith, a 37-year-old Facebook user 
from Paducah, Ky, flipped through the scrap- 
books she pieced together as a teenager and 
began scanning the old photos into her com- 
puter. The images took her back 20 years to the 
days of big hair, oversized sweaters. Air Jordan 
sneakers and aviator sunglasses. 

“I don’t think any of them are really awful,” 
Smith said. “It was 20 years ago, who cares?” 

But some people do care, especially when 
someone else has uploaded an unflattering 
photo or video. 

Facebook spokeswoman Malorie Lucich said 
users should “keep an open dialogue with their 
friends so they can discuss what type of photos 
they’d rather not see posted.”

NEW YORK Billionaire Mayor Michael Bloomberg is likely to 
set another spending record in this year’s mayoral race, but 
he appears to be aiming for a more obscure honor as well- 
the candidate with the most peculiar endorsements.

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Obama team 
to scout out

President Obama is dispatching an advance 
team to Copenhagen to pave the way for a pos- 
sible personal appearance before the Olympic 
committee next month.

Officials being cautious 
after plague-related death

City health officials and the University of 
Chicago Medical Center on Sunday began 
the precautionary measures of offering anti- 
biotics to the family, friends and co-workers 
of a geneticist who died last week from expo- 
sure to a plague-related bacterium. 

Infectious disease experts couldn’t com- 
pletely rule out the possibility that the fed- 
erally approved weakened strain of Yersinia 
pestis that Malcolm Casadaban was research- 
ing at the University of Chicago had some- 
how become dangerous. 


But largely because 
nobody else exposed 
to the bacterium or 
to Casadaban has 
developed plague 
symptoms, it seems 
more likely there was 
something about the 
professor’s health or 
genetic makeup that 
made him susceptible, officials said Sunday 
Eurther study is under way after an initial 
autopsy showed no obvious cause of death 


other than the presence of the bacterium, 
officials said. 

Casadaban, 60, was working with a strain 
of Tersinia pestis that, stripped of its harm- 
ful components, has been used as a vaccine 
against the plague since the late 1960s. 

Once the world’s worst health scourge, the 
plague today affects 1,000 to 3,000 people 
per year. 

Casadaban, a renowned molecular geneti- 
cist with a passion for new research, had been 
working to develop an even stronger vaccine 
for the plague, said his daughter Leigh, 21.

The Cubs suspended the volatile outfielder for the

Back to school 

So we’re not buying pencil cases and textbooks 
like we used to around this time of year, but that 
doesn’t mean we’ve lost our zest for learning. This 
is the last in a five-part series that looked to local 
experts about everything from fashion to food. Hey, 
it’s better than calculus, right? 


VOCAB LESSON 

Charcuterle (shar-KOOT-uh-ree): Seasoned meat products 
such as pate, head cheese, bacon and sausage that are 
frequently-but not always-made from pork. 

Head cheese: Not cheese. Not even a little bit. A terrine 
made from the meaty bits of an animal’s head. 

Pate: Seasoned meat that’s cooked with fat (and 
occasionally nuts and vegetables) and forms when cooled. 
Sometimes smooth and spreadable, sometimes coarse 
and meatloaf-like. 


Get schooled: 


charcu’terie 

It’s everywhere, but do you know what it is?

Rob Levitt doesn’t like to throw anything out, which goes a little way toward explaining why his 
Bucktown restaurant is known for its selection of charcuterie. 

Skin, fat, extra bits of meat— it all gets turned into something at Mado (1647 N. Milwaukee 
Ave. 773-342-2340), the restaurant Levitt owns with his wife, Allison, And oftentimes, that some- 
thing— sausage, pate, head cheese— winds up on Mado’s charcuterie menu. 

While charcuterie has been around for centuries and, as Levitt points out, “is the true food of 
the poor,” it’s been popping up everywhere from scene-y bars to high-end restaurants. Old Town 
Social, which opened a few weeks ago, even dedicated an entire bar to serving charcuterie, 

We asked Levitt to give us some background on charcuterie, which, for all its ubiquity, is still a 
bit of a mystery to many diners. 


Whats driving this charcuterie trend? 

The high-end, fine -dining thing that was so 
huge in the ’90s when everyone was open- 
ing these white-tablecloth restaurants with 
expensive china and fancy presentations, 
that’s kind of going away People are picky 
about where they’re spending their money 
And I think people are more interested in 
going out and having a good time. 

When chefs think of good, rustic food, I 
think charcuterie is one of the things they 
think of Just as diners have decided they don’t 
want to go to a four-hour, nine-course dinner, 
chefs have decided it’s less about doing the 
food we’re theoretically supposed to be doing 
and more about doing the food we love. 

What’s one of your favorite Items to put 
on a charcuterie plate? 

Ciccioli, It comes from the tradition of the 
family hog slaughter. After you make the 
blood sausage and you salt the hams for pro- 
sciutto, you look at what’s left over. There are 
all these litde bits of meat, little bits of fat and 
pieces of skin— all these random bits. 

The tradition is that you put it all in a big 
heavy pot over a low fire, and you let that 
cook down until everything is cooked and 
tender and all the juice and fat are rendered 
out. Then you pack it away in jars and put it in 
the cellar. We pack it in terrines and cut slices, 
but it’s the same idea. You take a piece of that, 
spread it on some bread, and it’s delicious. We 
add just a litde bit of rosemary, a litde fennel 
seed and some salt. But essentially what we 
have is a terrine of all these edible pork bits 


that are held together with their rendered 
pieces of fat. It’s a wonderful item to have {in 
the restaurant], but it also goes back to that 
total utilization of the pig. 

What would you suggest to someone who 
might be a little gun-shy about charcuterie? 

If we have coppa on the menu, our servers can 
say that it’s a lot like prosciutto, it’s just from a 
different cut of meat. No one is ever weary of 
eating salami. And surprisingly, at my little res- 
taurant, I sell an ungodly amount of chicken 
liver pate, I never thought it wouldn’t sell, 
but the amount we go through is astounding. 
Country pate, especially our version, which is 
essentially just pork, seems to be a safe bet. 

You’ll sometimes see bread, mustard and 
cornichons (tiny pickles) on a charcuterie 
plate. When is it appropriate to eat them? 

When I go to places and get charcuterie 
and someone is making a wonderful pate or 
something dry-cured— salami or prosciutto or 
coppa— I tend to just eat it on its own. That’s 
just me, personally However, full disclosure: 
When we cut the pate {at the restaurant], we 
save the butts and make pate sandwiches {for 
ourselves] with a little bit of grain mustard 
on bread. It’s delicious, I never fault a person 
who wants to put a little mustard on their 
bread and eat it with their country pate. Do I 
think it’s necessary? Not really. But if someone 
wants to do it, it’s a classic combination,

Neil Patrick Harris opened Sunday night’s 
6 ist Annual Primetime Emmy Awards cer- 
emony by begging viewers to stick with the 
three-hour broadcast the whole night, 

“Put down the remote!” he sang. 

Viewers who did were treated to a brisk, 
mostly entertaining show pulled along by 
Harris’ unstoppable energy and obvious 
popularity with the audience at the Nokia 
Theatre in Hollywood, 

It was a good thing Harris was around, 
because the awards themselves offered 
few surprises. Most of the top categories 
went to repeat winners. Among the major 
categories, only Toni Collette pulled the 
upset over last year’s best actress-comedy 
winner, Tina Eey “Wow, this is insanely 
confronting,” said Collette, who plays a 
mother with multiple personalities on 
“United States of T^a,” She thanked series 
creator and former Chicagoan Diablo 
Cody, 

Although Eey didn’t win for her act- 
ing, her series, “30 Rock,” won again for 
comedy “Mad Men” repeated as the best 
drama, and each repeated its win for best 
writing. The popularity of “Mad Men” 
was evident early in the night, when 
Kristin Chenoweth accepted her support- 
ing actress-comedy award for “Pushing 
Daisies,” 


“I’m not employed now So I’d like to be 
on ‘Mad Men,’ I also like The Office’ and 
’ she said, “Thank you so much to the 
academy for recognizing a show that’s no 
longer on the air,” 

Chenoweth’s was the first of several 
laugh-out-loud moments that didn’t come 
from Harris, who remained onstage most 
of the night to introduce presenters, and 
play along with the winners, 

“These shows, we’ve all been to a lot 
of these, they usually suck. And you’ve 
been very good,” Jon Stewart, who won— 
again— for variety music, or comedy series 
for “The Daily Show with Jon Stewart,” 
told the host. 

Just like during last year’s ceremony, 
Ricky Gervais nearly stole the show. 

The executive producer of “The Office” 
took jabs at the crowd in front of him, 
“The thing about Oscars and the 
Golden Globes is they got film stars there 
with their jaw lines and chiseled looks, 
making me feel bad,” he said, “But in this 
room. I’m probably above average,” 

He wasn’t finished, taking the stars of 
his show to task, “Steve CareU is consid- 
ered handsome, Rainn Wilson,” he said, 
shrugging indifferently 

He then made a joke about how he’s get- 
ting rich now that “The Office” has moved 
into syndication, and couldn’t help but 
take a shot at the Emmy broadcast, “That 


year. 

But Harris is on a roll this year, hav- 
ing already triumphed as MC of the 
Tony Awards broadcast. His opening 
number, “Don’t Touch That Remote,” 
was written by Broadway composers 
Scott Wittman and Marc Shaiman, 
the same duo that wrote the song 
he performed for the Tony Awards, 

In the Emmy song, Harris pointed 
out some of the celebrities viewers 
would see throughout the night, 
including “Mad Men” star Christina 
Hendricks, 

“She could turn a gay straight— 
oh wait, nevermind— there’s Jon 
Hamm,” he sang, 

Harris also got props from win- 
ner Jeff Probst, who was named 
best reality show host for / 
“Survivor” and tanked as co-host 
with four other reality TV hosts 
at last year’s Emmys, 

“Neil Patrick Harris, this is how 
you host the Emmys,” Probst said, 

“Nice job,”
